GASOLINE SELLS AT 19 CENTS 
PER GALLON PLUS STATE TAX 


Gasoline at 19 cents a gallon, plus the State tax of two cents 
a gallon, was tho selling priee quoted on gasoline at all the fill­ 
ing stations and garages in Gettysburg late Wednesday afternoon. 
it was at first thought that this announcement was 
only a 
special inducement on account of the Farmers’ 
Day celebration 
here, but dealers asserted that tho price had been set by the re­ 
finers, aud would be general throughout this section of the coun­ 
try. 
In making announcement of the “cut’’ in price, it was stated 
by a local official of the Gulf Refining Company, that “gas” is 
now retailing at far below pre-war prices. 
In 1917, when America 
entered the world conflict, gasoline was sold by retailers 
at an 
average price of about 27 cents per gallon. 
The State tax was not 
then in effect. 
So with the State tax added to the price of gas to­ 
day, consumers are paying only 21 cents, compared with 27 cents 
in 1917.
